Opinion of the Attorhey-Qencna and Secre-

Washington, April 10.— Secretary Car- 
lisle sent a telegram to all tho collectors on 
tho Pacific coast and tho Canaiiian frontier, 
inatruoting them that the Attorney-General 
holds that the MoCroary act of November 1, 
relating to Chineao, requires that tho China- 
man " who ia a merchant in fact," shall aleo 
bo known to bo such by tho parties with 
whom ho deals and by tho policy gener- 
ally, and this purpose may readily 
bo defeated, if it were permissible to con- 
coal his identity by trading under an as 
Bunted name, or under the dieguise of a com 
pany. Chinese persona whose names do not 
appear ia the firm name ahonld not be ad- 
mitted to the United States aa merohanta. 
This ruling is expeoted to result Jn keeping 
out of the United-StateB ninety per cent, of 
the Chinese who now oome in under tho 
specious name of "morohants,"

BEAZILIAN OmCERS ESCAPE 



How it was Eirpcted — Portuffueae 
Naval OHicers Supposed Aiders 
aud Abettors. 



Admiral da Gania Not Anions' tlio 
Fugitives Despite lieports to 
the Contrary. 



London, April 10. — A dispatch trom 
Buenos Ayres says more than 200 Brazilians 
escaped and went ashore when the Portu- 
guese warships prepared to leave that port 
yesterday. 

EoENos Ayres, April 10, via Galveston. — 
Admiral da Gania, with a number of hia 
officers, was confined on board the Mindel- 
Ina, awaiting the arrival of the steamer 
Angola, which sailed from Lisbon on April 
i, to convey him and fall followers to Por- 
tugal, the remainder of bis staff being simi- 
larly bold on board the Alfonso de Albu- 
querque. On Sunday . afternoon a tng tow- 
ing a lighter loaded with provisions for the 
Portuguese warships steained alongaido the 
Mindelloa and tho lighter waa made fast to 
tho warship, preparatory to unloading. 
While the proviaions were being taken on 
board tho warship da Gama and thirty-two 
of hia ollicora wont on board tho lug, cut the 
lines and steamed awny. No reaistance 
wua offered by the tug, which fact suggeata 
a prearranged plan for the cacapo of the in- 
surgent admiral and his men. 

This theory is very much alrengtheued by 
tho attitude of the owners of the tug. They 
dtny any complicity whatever iu tho escape 
of the men and positively refufied to furnish 
any details, but they admit that they ex- 
pect oompenaation from da Gama or eome 
one in hia behalf. The destination of tho 
fugitive admiral ia not known, but there is 
an unconfirmed rumor that ho has linen seen 
in this city. This ia not unlikely, aa da 
Gama haa a host of friends hero, inui^y o' 
them of_woalth and influence, and he would 
have no difficulty in finding nn asylum. 

At tbe Portuguese legation this after- 
noon it was dented th-xt tho two Portuguese 
men of war had sailed for Montevideo this 
morning. The ofliciala in tho oflrco said 
that Minister Fares had gono lo the road- 
stead to consult with tho naval captains 
concerning tho escape of Admiral da Gama 
and hia follow officers, Tho opinion is gen- 
eral that the captains permitted the insurg- 
ent officers to escape in order to end tho 
discqsaion over deliveriBj; them to Presi- 
dent Feixoto. Admiral da Gama'a period 
of quarantine will end in ten days. 

Later— Oae hundred and twelve Brazil- 
ian insurgent oCScers and sailors who escap- 
ed from the Portugnese warships MindcUoa 
and Alfonso de Alburque, on Sunday after- 
noon, have landed at the Buenos Ayres quar- 
antine station. Admiral da Gama, wlio was 
reported yesterday to be among tiioso wlio 
OEcaped, ia now said to have refused, at the 
last moment, to leave the Mindelloa, Tho 
plan for tlio escspo of the Brazilians was 
concocted in this city by Brazilian refugees. 
When the United Press correspondent cal 
led at tho Portuguese legation to-day to in 
quiro what action would be taken by tho 
Portuguese government in view of the escape 
of tho fugitives, the legation ofHciale refused 
to give any information beyond saying that 
tho two Portuguese iiica-of-war had sailed 
for Montevideo. 



TEA TRADE. 



Loudon Merchants Agitated Over the Canadian 
Sntles and the Direct Importation 
of Spnrlons Teas. 

London, April 10.— The tea traders of 
the oity held an Important meeting to-day 
to consider the Canadian tariff on that 
artiole. The dealers here are agitated bo- 

canao of tho provision making shipnienta to 
Canada by way of England dutiable, uulcaa 
on through bills of lading from tho country 
of shipment. A deputation of eighteen of 
the largest London dealers waited on Sir 
Charles Tuppor to-day, They said that tho 
changes in tho Canadian tea dutioa would 
hurt tho Anglo-Canadian trade, and quoted 
Btatiatica ahowing what tho 10 per cont. tsx 
on tea imported from Great Britain would 
amount to. They also represented to Sir 
Charles that Canada should bo urged to 
prohibit the Importation of epnrious teas 
from China. They hoped tbo tea passed by 
tbe British customs oiHciala aa sound would 
be admitted into Canada free of duty. Sir 
Charles Tupper said the Canadian Govern- 
ment desired the trade relations with 
Britain to be amioable, and promised to 
cable tho Ottawa authorities in referenoo to 
tho matter. 



BElTIdIi AND EliYPTIANS. 

Symptoms of tho Finmtleal Hatred ExlBling 
Bctweeu tho Knees, 

Lon don, April 10. — Tho Daily News cor- 
respondent in fjairo says that there have 
been, ooIliBlons during the laab two nights 
between British and Egyptian aoldiors quar- 
tered in that oity. Tho Egyptian soldiers 
were aided by civilians. Piokota ollicorod 
by Engliahmen aro patrolling tho atroota. 
Tho trouble does not threaten to booomo 
serious, but ia regarded as aignificant of tho 
fanatical hatred felt by tbe natives toward 
the British. 



Troubles of the New Australian Set- 
tlers in Paraguay — A 
Close Call. 

Tlie Sydney Morning Herald notes that at 
tho Intercolonial Postal Conference in Wei- 
liugton, tho proposal in regard to the desir- 
ability of the Aualralian Governments en- 
tering into a guarantee with the countries 
interested in the construction of a Pooifio 
Cable was adopted, together with Mr. Wal- 
ker's alternative route. Tho conditions to 
be inserted in tho new mail contract wore 
considered, and tho conference adjourned 
until March I7th (the date of the Arawa's 
sailing from Sydney). The Preeidont's 
amended motion in favor of the Pacific 
oablo, which waa adopted, read as follows t 

"That, considering tho important intereats 
involved, both national and commercial, in 
the establishment of a Pacific cable, tho re- 
presentatives at this conferenoo of the oolo- 
"lies interested recommend their respective 
{overnmenta to consider the desirability of 
entering into a guarantee with tho other 
countriea interested for a period not ezoeed- 
ing 14 years to secure interest at 4 per cent, 
on capital not ozoeoding £1,800,000 to any 
company undertaking to lay a oable. the 
tariff not to excsed 3«. a word for ordinary 
telegrams, 23. for Government telegrams, 
and la. 6d. for preia messages between Gr^at 
Britain and the oolonies: that tlie United 
Kingdom be asked to join tbe guarantee; 
the routes to^be either of the following:— 
(A) Britbane to Ahiparo Bay (Now Zeal- 
and), AhiparaBay to Suva, Suva to Apia, 
Apia to Fanning Islands, Funning Islands to 
Sandwich Islands, Sandwich Islands to Van- 
oonver ; (B), from Ahipara Biy (Now Zoa- 
loud) to Suva, Suva to Apia, Apia to Fan- 
ning Islands, Fanning Islands to Sandwich 
lalanda, Sandwich Islanda to Vancouver."

Many women and aomo men were in tears, 
while every face in tho crowd showed tbo 
deopeat concern, A few hours after the 
eviction a notice was posted to the effect 
that fimilios desiring to leave wonid be 
allowed £6 Ss. for a man and his wife, with 
half that amount for each child } single 'men, 
£4 163. Diiring the day fifteen married 
coupka and seventeen single men intimated, 
thoir intention of taking advantage, of thai' 
offer. Altogether, tbe people who have left' • 
tbe association have, Mr. Pope states, poidv- 
in about £1,600 and reoeived something nn- 
dor £300. There are now in Villa Rica 
eighty-one souls who have left the settle- 
ment. He adda : 

"It; is now when wo are gathered to- 
gijthtr in Villa Rioa that the utter hopelesa- 
uaen of our position has come upon ua with 
all ita force, and wo cannot hido from our- 
selves that wo are in a very tight place in- 
deed, but all aro hopeful and agree to re- 
main hero together for u few days until wo 
can got information and advice as to tbo 
best course to pursue. Our circumBtancea 
have been placed before tho British Consul 
and Mr. Finlay, secretary to tho British 
Legation in Buenos Ayrea. The latter ad" 
viaed that wo should fix up a scheme of pro- 
posed reconciliation ; bat he was aaanred 
that there could be no poaaibtlity of indno- 
ing their wives to return, even if the men 
were inclined to. Mr. Finlay agreed to,' 
send a telegram to the Minister at Buenos 
Ayrea, who would transmit it to tbe Home 
authorities." 

Mr. Pope adds that Mr, Lane had decided 
to aecd a man back to Australia to revive 
interest in the movflment among tho shoor- 
ers in Queensland, and Mr. Whelan had 
been selected for this purpose, 

Tho Tasmanian Government has just had 
a very close call upon a want of confidenoo 
motion brought forward by Sir Edward 
Braiidon, who severely criticised the Gov- 
ernment for ita arrangements in connection 
with the floating of the new loan. The Pre- 
mier, Mr. Dobson, replied that tbo Govern-

'The min- 
iator und his cooctregation then battered the 
door in and resnmed possession. The oase 
will now go to tbe Supremo court to enable 
tbo union to got possession of tho building.

frjends they over had He was a faitn- 
ful wouiaii Buflragist in tho clnys whoa 
that causowas an unpopulfir ono. Mrs. 
Elizabeth Cady Stanton <lid well in her 
address befoie the recent convention nt 
Washington to remind women of some 
of tho obligations thoy woro under to 
him. Ho was tho firdt nowspapor pub- 
lisher in America to put women com- 
positora in hia printing office and pay 
them the same wages that ho did men. 
Before that if woraon conipositora got 
work at all they sociired it on weekly 
papers at pay considerably below what 
men would work for. Tho religious 
papers were among tho first to see at 
once tho bencvoleiico to tho girls and 
the pecuniiny advaiitago to thomsclvoa 
of giving work to women conipositora 
at less than thoy could hire men for. 
Women did not belong to tho priiitorij' 
unions, and there was general oppo.si- 
tion to tboir becoming members. Bnt 
that ia cliangca now. Women belong to 
tho union, ami a wouian compositor who 
is a member of it pets tho .^amo price* 
that union men do. We have to thank 
Mr. Childs for helping to bring this 
about. It WHS his energetic representa- 
tions, too, that aided in getting women 
physicians first appointed in insane aay- 
luuis in Pciinsylvaiiia. Ho Lrought to 
Anii'rica from l^nglaiuUho first trained 
nurses ami jilaeed tliuiu in Blockley 
ho.spital. Thu importance of this move 
can lie e.stiiuatud when wo remember 
that it opened a now profission to wom- 
en in America. Mrs. Stanton tells ns 
in her paper that Mr. Childs wa.s tho 
fiiat newspaper man in America, or an y- 
whero else, for the matter of tent, to 
givo n woman a department in bis pa- 
per and to put a woman at tho head of 
it as editor. Women who earn their 
own living will especially owe in all 
time A debt of gratitude to George W. 
Childs no less than to General Spinner.

IVkhY AND FRANCE. . 

I PrliMO JliiilBter CrlBiil .'-aid to Be Endeavor 
Ins to Put till) Jli'publlc In a 
False Position. 

Paris, April 10.— A dospatoh from Rome 
to Lo Temps, aaya : "It is rumored there 
that it is the intention of a member of the 
Italian Government to make a public state 
ment in favor of the establishment of oom- 
meroial relations with France, ^he rumor 
ia Bcouted by moat of tho Paris papers, 
many of them e.xprcasing doubt that any 
good would result from such a cause, even 
accfpting the report as true, It ia slated 
here that tho govornment has reason to bo- 
lievo that Prime Minister Criepi, of Italy, 
will fndeavor to pub ' Franco in 
a false position by professing pub- 
licly tho moat friendly feeling for 
her, and as an earnest of that feeling pro- 
posing a commercial connection. It, is aa- 
Bumed that President Criapi haa not any 
idea that Franco would meet Italy half way 
in any such proposition at present, and, 
therefore, France herself would be regarded 
as tho only obstacle to closer relations. It 
ia rumored that in such an event Franco in- 
tends to ask Italy to prove her sincerity by 
making aomo marked changes in her mili- 
tary and foreign policies as preliminary to 
oemmercial treaty negotiations. This it ia 
not likely that Italy would do, as nobody 
bclii'ves she would forfeit her partnership in 
ihu Triple Alliance merely for the sake of 
^eaing a lower French duty on Italian 
w^res.

London, April 10.— In reply to a de- 
putation which waited on him to-day in 
reference to the removal of the restrio- 
tions imposed upon tho importation cf 
Canadian cattle, Righb Hon. Herbert 
Gardner, president af the Board of ArtI- 
cuUurc. said that the Government was 
not now prepared to remove such restric- 
tions.

THB ROYAL COMMISSION. 

The Opposition were evidently taken by 
snrpriee when, on Monday, the Premier 
moved for a Royal Commission to inquire 
into the charges which they have for the last 
month or two been making against the 
Government. They evidently believed that 
they had done their dirty work so cunning 
ly and so cleverly that the Govcrament 
wonld find It impossible to produce any 
Statement or aeoasation suffioiently defiaite 
to be made the Ijaels of an investigation, that 
they had clothed their hints and suspicions 
in such anibiquous language, had drawn up 
their evil report in so vague a way and 
oircniated it in suoh an insidious fashion, 
that there was nothing tangible to lay hold 
of. They evidently thought that it would 
be as easy to catch a shadow or to material- 
ize a wink as to find subatantial ground on 
which to h^BO an icquiry into the slanders 
by which they hoped to blast the character 
of the Government and to prevent the re- 
turn of its members to Parliament. 

It must be admitted that they did their 
bad work very effectively. They had suc- 
ceeded in surrounding the Government with 
a cloud of suspicion, and the accusations 
which they merely hinted ut wore circulated 
fur and near, and tho farther they travelled, 
the more plausible and tho moro definite 
they became. What was only a vague sug- 
gestion in the legislative chamber, assumed 
the form of a definite accusation on the 
street, and details and corroborative oircum- 
stancea were added to it as it pasaod from 
mouth to mouth and from plaeo to place. 
What was a vague hint in the Legislative 
Assembly in Vtototia, beoame before it 
reached Bevelstoke a well defined charge 
about whoso truth there could not bj tho 
shadow of a doubt, 

The Leader of tho Opposition know well 
what rumor and gossip and malignant men- 
dacity wore doing for him and his faction in 
the^.oountry. They were well pleased that 
such large and important resttlta had been 
obtained with so little tronble. They know 
that all they had to do was to wait in order 
to do injury that might be irreparable to 
tho Government. News of tho succesa of 
their insidious and unprincipled policy came 
to them every day, and they were encour- 
Bgcd to keep up the supply of the material 
for evil reports and damaging rumors. 

Fortunately the Government, before it 
was too late, realized tho miaohiof that was 
being done. Thoy saw that tho manufac- 
ture of slanders and libels l)y the Opposition 
must be checked, and they knew that the 
best way to do this was to compel the slan- 
derers either to prove the trnth of the 
charges which they had been making so 
cunningly and spreading so industriously, 
or to confess that thoro waa no truth in 
them. Accordingly on Friday night tho 
Premier defied the Leader of the Opposition 
and hia cu-laborers to demand a special 
committee to inqalra into the way in whiob 
the business relating to the Nakusp and 
Slooan railway had been transacted. Tho 
Opposition, knowing how woll thoir policy 
of fttlso aoousatioa was suoceoding, laughed 
at tho idea of a formal inquiry by a parlia- 
mentary committee. Thoy wanted nothing 
of the kind, they were doing Bplendidly 
witbont an. , inquiry. ^ fbtit pretest 
for not aooepting the Premier's chal- 



lenge was that any committee that 
might be appointed having on it a 
majority of the supporters of the Govern- 
ment, would be sure to whitewash the 
parties implicated, no matter what theevi' 
denoe might be. But the Government were 
determined that this dishoneat pretext 
should not avail tho slanderers. Mr, For- 
ster not being as cunning as hia older col- 
looguos, waa provoked into making a state- 
ment a good deal more definite than any 
that had theretofore been ventured by any 
member of the Opposition, and that state- 
ment wail, without any loaa of time, made 
tho ground of a motion for a Royal Com 
miaaion by tho Loader of tho Govornniont. 

When that motion was made by tho Hon 
Mr. Ddvie on Monday, a futile attempt was 
essayed to explain away Mr. Forster's statS' 
ment. It that statement had stood alone, 
the Opposition might havo had some 
chance of eluding an investigation ; 
but the cumulutivQ force of tho 
hints and iuuendoca and insinuations 
and suggestions that bod preceded it, 
gave it a significance and an importance 
whiob it was beyond tho ingenuity of the 
Opposition to lesson. It was seen that Mr. 
Forster had either tho courage or the rash- 
ness to say outright part of what Messrs. 
Beaven, Brown & Co, only hinted at, 

It did not require extraordinary diacorn- 
ment to see that tho Opposition were not by 
ai:y moans plouaed at being brought to book, 
When it was found that Mr, Forster'a aC' 
ousation could not be explained uway, Mr. 
Beaven sot to work to weaken and confuse 
tho issue by importing into it a number of 
matters that were never so muoh as alluded 
to in tho House of Aasombly. But tho 
Government refused to fall into tho trap so 
clumsily set for them by tho Leader of the 
Oppositioo, They were dotormined that 
thoir opponents should have the op- 
portunity of proving whether the 
Government, or any member of it, 
had, as bad been insinuated and stated, 
been guilty of corruption in oonnoolion with 
the Nakusp and Slooan Railway transac- 
tions. This was a matter of infinately moro 
importance than any of the others mentioned 
in Mr. Bcaven's amendment, and if ho could 
prove this, it was ot very little conaequenco 
whether thoro wore or wore not grounds for 
the other charges. Tho resolution m 
amended and passed with only two dia 
sentient voices, related to the Nakusp and 
Slooan business and to that alone. 

The Opppstticn, if they are in earnest, 
should be pleased that this hai been made 
the only subject of inquiry by tho Royal 
Commission. Their task will bo excood- 
ingly simple, and if the course thoy have 
been pursuing is in ony doijrce justifiable, 
exceedingly easy. They will be able to con- 
centrate all their talent and all their in- 
genuity on the work of proving whether the 
suspicions to which they have given such 
eifootive expression aro well-grounded or 
not. Has tho Nakusp and Slooan deal 
been " straight " ? Has tho Premier or any 
other member of the Government been 
guilty of any corrupt act with regard to 
that transaction ? Theso aro some of tho 
things which the Opposition will have to 
prove before the OommiasioD, and which, if 
any excuse can be devised for the accusations 
they have so freely made, thoy ought to be 
able easily to prove, 

Wo were greatly surprised to observe the 
reluctance with which the Opposition con- 
Bonted to tho appointment of tho Commis- 
sion, which is to give them tho opportunity 
of proving to tho world that they are 
honest, truthful men who have the good of 
the province at heart, and not mean and 
malignant slanderers who allow no consider- 
ation of honor and no regard for truth, to 
stand in tho way of thoir gaining an advan- 
tage for their parly. This, we think, moro 
than even the gratification of proving that 
their opponents are unworthy of public con- 
fidence should causo them to welcome an 
investigation by able and impartial men, 
into everything connected with tho c.'ctcn- 
sion of tho Provincial guarantee to the Nuk- 
uap and Slooan Railway. For they auroly 
do not forgot that thoy, as woll as tho mem- 
bera of tho Government, will be on their 
trial before tho Royal Commission. In tho 
opinion of every right-thinking person in 
the community, the man who without duo 
ciiuae and from selfish motives, attempts to 
destroy tho reputation of hia neighbor is, 
from a moral point ot view, even lower and 
moro hateful than the public servant who 
for the Bake of increasing hia private gains 
betrays the trust that is reposed in him. 



A SEORTSIGHTBD OREW. 



It is surprising that Mr. Beaven and his 
co-laborers of the Opposition did not de- 
mand an enquiry into the N<>kasp & Slocan 
deal some weeks ago. One wonld suppose 
that men who were both honorable and reso- 
lute would, as soon as thoy had made up 
thoir minds to aocueo tho Government of 
corrupt dealing in that mutter, have deter- 
mined to demand an enquiry without any 
unnecessary loss of time. They must have 
known that this was tho only fair and hon- 
orable way of proceeding under auoh oiroum- 
stanoes. To prefer accusations without 
having the courage or tho manliness to c»ll 
tho Dcousod before tho proper tribunal to 
give an account of thoir acts, is a couree 
saifiaiently contemptible andsengelesa ; but 
to whisper charges without daring to follow 
them up by an open indictment is, bosidoa 
being unapoakably mean, atill more unreason- 
able. Tho Opposition should have known that 
enquiry muatof noooaaity follow suoh accusa- 
tions ae they attempted to make by indirec- 
tion. And . they ougbt to have seen that it 
was more creditable to them— better in 
every way— to institute tho inevitable en- 
quiry of thoirownmotion, thon have itforced 
upon them by tho men whom thoy were at 
tempting to injure. Tho oourao pursued by 
the Opposition, besides being unprincipled, 
was silly and short-sighted in the extreme. 
tChey have not only proved themselves to be 
unsorupulons as poUtloians, but blnnderers 



ai tacticians. They have been forced into 
an enquiry which they ought to havo resoa 
lutely and promptly demanded. Their 
whining at having to take part in the prose- 
oatiom of the-epquiqr, whioh they, them- 
selves had made necessary, demonstrated 
both their want of aeuao and their want of 
self-respect. 

HA W All AN AFFAIRS. 

The Hawaiian Gazette, whioh appears to 
bo tho organ of the party in power on the 
Islands, is endeavoring to convince its read- 
ers at homo and abroad that the Provisional 
Government entertains none bub the most 
kindly feelings towarda the native popula- 
tion. It ia evident, however, that there 
are white men in Hawaii who do not sym- 
pathise with the GoTemment in this. They 
evidently regard the natives as an inferior 
race, who ought not to be allowed any part 
in the government of the country except, it 
may bo, to pay tho taxea. The Gazstto 
does not admiro tho attitude whioh 
tho " radical wing of tho Annexation 
party " haa taken with respect to tho 
Kanakas, neither does it approve of the acts 
of that part of tho native population which 
refuses to be reconciled to tho now atato of 
things. Tho careful reader will bo abla to 
disooru botweon tho lines of tho following 
article of the Gazotto of March 30th, that 
matters are not running as smoothly in 
Hawaii as its well-wishers desire. There is 
evidently trouble brewing between the 
radical annexationists on the one hand and 
tho discontented natives on tho other 
Wo sto that Edmund Norrie, editor 
of tho Holomua, haa been fined ono 
hundred dollars for sedition, hia offence 
being a paragraph adviaing the people to 
stay at home on a certain day and refuse to 
recognizs the Provisional Government — 
" representing nobody, reapeeted by no- 
body, and ueapised by all." Tlieae news- 
papur men uro all tho time and everyttliero 
doing what " they hadn't ought to. ' Norrie 
does not appear to be a very dangerous 
character. This is the article which we ro 
ferred to above : 

There is no truth and no juatlce in tho 
charge that the Provisional Government is 
hostile to Hawaiian offiooholders, and that 
it turna them out, without regard to their 
merits, in order to fill their places 
with white rncn. On tho contrary, 
it is notorious that its fricndlineas 
to the Hawaiians has brought severe criti- 
cism upon it from tho radiual wing of the 
Annexation party. The policy of tho Gov- 
ernment toward tho native race has been 
ono of forbearance, kiudlinesa and concilia- 
tion from beginning to end. At tho same 
time it could not ignoro notorious disloyalty 
in tho ranka of olhooboldurs without injus- 
tice to the men who had borne arma in its 
behalf, and whose services uro certainly en- 
titled to recognition. No government in 
tho world could expect to neglect claims so 
well founded and live. 

The native Hawailans are tho original 
oocupanta of tho soil, and they are entitled 
to the utmoat coneideratlon which is con 
sistent with the ends of the Government.

Charged With the Mnrder of John 
Green and Thomas 
Taylor. 



The Savory Island Tragedy of OctO' 
ber Develops a Hew 
Chapter.

Worlook resigned as membsr of tho 
council, Joshua Diivies bsing appointed to 
the vacancy.

Wall (leader), H. A, 
Lsvin, Thomas Watson, D. MoDougall 
and C. B, Lockhart. Victoria lodge oQi- 
oera gave thoir verdict in favor of tho 
negative. 

A meetino of the Choral Society was hold 
at the residence of Mra.

After routino business the 
society had for tho first lime tho pleasure of 
hearing PrtfoBSor Enriok, a renowned 
pianist who for several years has been 
leader of tho Spanish Students, and who 
wall also laureate of tho conHcrvatories of 
Purls and Madrid.

In the oourso of a few felicitous 
remarks a woloomo to Itlr. Buldwln, 
whiob was next heartily endorsed by Rev. 
P. H. MoEcren, In the interests of tho Bap- 
tist denomination. Hymn 763 was then 
sung, followed by addresses from Bev. F. 
MoF. Maoleod, of the Central oburch, 
Evangelists Webb and Beid, Mr. Marohant 
and Rev. Dr. Campbell, of the First Pres- 
byterian. Letters were read from Right 
Rov. Bishop Cridgo ond Rev. Joseph Hall, 
regretting their inability to bo in ottondanco, 
and in reply to tho various fraternal u ttorancoa 
made during tho evening, Mr. Baldwin 
made an uppropriato address. Ho hoped, 
ho said, that tho friendship manifested to- 
wards him thua far, would always continue, 
and outlining his oourao of octlon In tho city, 
ho dwelt particularly on the fact that h« 
had oomo to proaoh tho Gospel and not di- 
late upon topics of a sonaational nature. At 
this period of tho evening's proceedings tho 
programme changed, tho audience being 
seated around four long and well-fllled 
tables running tho full length of tho school 
room and attended to in an ciHoient manner 
by thd ladles of the ooogregatton. 



Hugh Lynn " wanted " by the police of 
British Columbia since October 28 last, in 
connection with tho tragic death of John 
Green and Ihomaa Taylor at Savary Island 
on that date, was yesterday lodged in the 
Provincial jail here, the charge against him 
being murder. He was known to have been 
on tho island just previous to the finding of 
the dead bodies, but when the police came 
to look for him as a person open to suepicion 
it was found that ho had disappaaied as 
completely as though the earth had opened 
to swallow him up, and many as tho weeks 
wont on, were forced to tho conclusion that 
ho had been slain by the saino hands which 
wore responsible for tho death of Greon and 
Taylor. How tho officers of justice ferreted 
cut hia hiding place, and placed hlin under 
arrest to stand hia trial upon tho gra/est 
charge known to tho law, is a strange and 
interesting chroniolo. 

Tho details of tho Savary Island tragedy 
are still fresh in tho memory of tho majority 
of British Columbians. John Greon was an 
elderly and well-to-do rancher and store- 
keeper, practically the ruler as well us the 
owner of tho island ; Thomas Taylor was a 
band logger in hia employ, who shared tho 
accominedation of his cabin — half store, 
half rcaidenco. Green was known all along 
the inside coast as a man of eccon- 
trioities, one - of whiob was that 
no banks were to be trusted, who 
kept large sums of money oou- 
tiuually in his possession, and nob 
infrequently exhibited his wealth with 
pride. On October 29, residonts of a neigh- 
boring island visiting Savaiy to make pur- 
chases at Green's 8tore,foutta bis dead body 
and that of his employe, Taylor, in the 
house. The fact of Uie ghastly discovery 
was at once reported and investigation 
commenced. Thero had apparently been a 
disposition of tho bodies, after death, to 
create if possiblo the impression that a 
quarrel had taken place and they had shot 
and killed each other. Numerous details 
noticeable to practised eyoa eoon, however, 
convinced tho police that tho crime had 
been deliberate murder, and they then be- 
gan to cast about for tho murderer. Sus- 
picion soon attached itself to Hugh Lynn, 
who, with his Indian wife Jonnio and their 
son, was known to have been on the island. 
A few days before ho had visited the Main- 
land in Green's company, tho rancher going 
over to buy whiskey, and later he had gone 
to the Mainland store alone, repreaenting 
himself aa having como from Green for a 
fresh supply. Certainly Lynn should bo in 
a position to give important information ' 
But Lynn oould not bo found, and this fact 
Intensified the suspicion that he was identi- 
fied with tho horrible crime. Tho police 
searched thoroughly the cntiro neighbor- 
hood, a work of no little labor, but so 
effectively had all traces of Lynn, the 
klootchman and the boy been 
obliterated that even the officers 
themselves before long grew positive that 
the throe had also been vlotims and their 
bodies been made away with, the theory 
then formed being that nomadic lodlaca 
wejro responsible- for the crime, which 
seemed almost impossible of solution in 
years if at all. 

Here tho case rested for some time— nntll 
word came to Superintendent Htusey that a 
timber oruiser named Jim Morris had seen 
Lynn making for the North. Mr. J. F. 
Bledaoo waa then called in, and the threads 
of the case were again taken up. His in- 
cstigatlofls showed that Lynn was not tho 
man seen, but in order to lose no point ho 
inquired carefully into the history of tho 
woman Jennie. Ho found that aho was by 
birth a Bella Coola, but had years ogo run 
away from her tribe, casting in her fortunes 
with a Coast pirate named Wright, who waa 
subsfquently captured and jailed. She then 
met and married an Italian flshermon of 
Port Townsend, who, dying, left her a 
small property near there, where she whb 
aocuatomod afterwards to leave her children 
in charge of her mother while sho was away 
her various adventurous expeditions. 
Threo years ago she took up with Lynn, in 
whose coiupauy sho had since been con- 
tinually. 

The most diligent search failed to dis- 
cover her whereabouts, but a watch was 
established on tho iiouso near Port Town- 
send in the hopo that she would at some 
time show up there. This expectation was 
realized, and two or threo weeks ago 
Superintendent Husaoy received word 
that the woman — and "Lynn with 
her — had been seen in the neigh- 
borhood of Townsend. Mr. Bledsoe waa 
ont over the Sound to investigate, and he 
soon convinced himself that the man was 
Lynn in the ilosh. Without taking any 
autiou to prematurely alarm him, Mr. Bled- 
soe, leaving a picket of American officers to 
guard tho suspected man, roturnod to Vic- 
toria and reported to Superintendent Hus- 
sey, extradition papers being apparently 
a necessity. When tho Superintendent with 
him returned to tho Sound prepared to act, 
they found to their chargin that Lynn had 
escaped tho vigilance of tho PugeC Sound 
police, and had again disappeared. 

During his previous visit tho Victoria 
ollicer had carefully marked in mind the 
location of Lynn's canoe, and when it was 
found ho was gone it was ut once looked for. 
Tho policemen despatched on this errand, and 
who fouud the craft gone as expected, luckily 
met with an old man living in the vicinity 
who had icon Lynn and his Klootchman de- 
part. Ho had ask'id them vrhoro thoy wero 
bound for, and had received the reply from 
the woman that thoy were "going over to 
tho ranch". Further Inquirica developed 
the fact that Mtuhaol Deleo, tho Italian hus- 
band of a daughter of the woman Jennie, 
had about three years ago oome into posses- 
sion of a lonely ranch on Shaw's Island, di- 
rectly opposite Friday Harbor, San Juan, 
Putting two and two together, the Britisli 
Columbia'offloers concluded that this must 
be "the ranch" referred to. 

The asaittanoe was next enlisted of SherilT 
Thomas of San Juan, an efficient and obliging 
officer, with whoso aid tho ranch was quickly 
located ; Lynn and Jennie, it wns found, 
had boon there — but hud gone. Lynn was 
known by tho name of Nowcombo, and tho 
question again arose, more pertinently than 
over — was ho aware that ho waa in danger 
and Booking safety In flight ? Tho ranch 
showed a considerable amount of work re- 
cently done, indicating tho intention of the 
workers to return and put In a crop, whioh 
idea was further atrongthenod by the dis- 
covery at a Bottlor'a house in the neighbor- 
hood of a portion of Lycu'a goods, which ho 
was to come back for. A small steamer wsa 
secured and a few days spent in cruising 
about, the welcome information then being 
incidentally obtamed that Lynn was leis- 
urely making hia way back to the ranch. 

On Monday— the day before yesterday— 



It rained continuously, and it was decided 
to visit the r»noh, 'I'ho party consisted of 
Supt. Hussey, Mr. Bledi.ni>, Sheriff Thomas, 
and the latter'a deputy. They divided as 
thty approached the house, which was first 
reached bj Supt. Husaoy and tho American 
deputy. Lynn, Jennie and her mother wore 
found at homo, and the business of the offi- 
opra wua quickly stated. At ficat Lynn in- 
sisted that it waa a mistake — that his name 
was Nowoombe; then he admitted 
that he was Hugh Lynn, and said 
ho was glad the ofTioora hod come— that he'd 
boon expecting them for some time. He 
waived the formalities q{ extradition and 
the steamer Hurry Lynn being chartered, it 
yoateiday brought to Viotoria the arresting 
party with Lynn, Jennieand the old woman. 

The prisoner ia a tall, spare man of S6 
years, though he looks much older. He is 
a native of Westminster district, where his 
pooplo still reside, and has spent all hia life 
in the Province. After being cautioned in 
regard to tho posaiblo use ogainsthlmtf 
any atatenient he might make, he gave a 
somewhat disoonnooted version of the 
tragedy. Ho had been at tho island, ho 
auid, until tho day before tho finding of tho 
bodies — tliough ho liud only heard within 
the last few weeks of Green and Taylor 
being dead. Tlio two men were always 
quarrelling, and tho day before he loft the 
island (having gono thero to return a bor- 
rowed buUot mould) thoy had a row and 
would have killed each nther hud he (Lynn) 
not takrn a gun finm Gnen. Ivjtlj 
Green and Taylor had been drinkinj; ; he 
had had no li(|uor. Then? waa no one else 
on tho island Imt tho t-.vo men w hen ha left, 
although some Indiana— tho sumo that wore 
arrested at Alert Bay and supposed to have 
had some knowledge of tho shooting — had 
boon thero tho day previous. Since Octobor 
he had been living in isolated places and 
had heard no word of tho shooting until told 
of it by some Indians from Victoria, who 
had been talking with their friends from 
tho north after tho release of the latter from 
jail. 

Separated from Lynn, tho woman Jonnio, 
told a different story. She said that sho 
was glad ha bad been arrested, as he had 
frequently threatened ber life of lace and 
she was afraid of him. They did not leave 
the island before the shooting. She heard 
several shots and liynn came to ber from tho 
direction of the house and told her to got 
the boat! ready at onoe. While she waa 
doing 80 he returned to the store and 
secured a quantity of goods and also the tin 
box with §110 In it. Ho said there bad 
been a row, but did not go into any f x- 
planation. Since then they I'ad hi oi; run- 
ning from place to place, hiding aud adopt- 
ing numberless expedlenia to avert dutto- 
tion, though she bad repeatedly told Lynn 
it was bouod to oome.

BOARD OF ALDERMEN 

Decide to Oll'rr I'rizcs for Plans of a rcrmnnent 
Way to lU'pl.ice James Bay Urldge. 

Tho City Council mot in iho Mayor's room 
last night, all the nioinbors being present. 

Tho first matter to come up was the Vic- 
toria Electric Light oompany by-law, passed 
on Monday night and to which Aid. Baker 
intended adding an additional clause giving 
the city a rigtit to attach wires for fire 
alarm boxes to tho company's poles. 

E. Crow Baker, on behalf of tho oom- 
pany, wrote urging that at tho preseut 
juncture it would bo advantageous to tho 
company to have tho by-law gazetted as 
early as possible, and asking that the delay 
by amending the by-law bo avoidtd, tho 
company under its seal guaranteeing all the 
privilrgcs tho city desired in the way of 
attaching firu alarm bozea, signals and 
wires for pub'iio lighting. 

This proposition was oonsidcrod satisfao 
cory by tho Council and accepted. The by- 
law was then reconsidered and fioalfy 
passed. 

ALB. KiiiTH-Wii-scs brought up tho 
Quoen'i Birthday celebration, saying that 
na time was passing quickly some action 
should be taken. 

His Worship replied that the matter had 
not been fcrgutten, for one thing tho de- 
partment of Marine, through Capt. Gaudin, 
hud been aaked for the use of the govorn- 
nient s'euin launch.

Munn 
Buggestirig that it would bo better to find 
out some limit to the amount to which tho 
Ily should bo rehpoiiaiblo. 
Tho Jubilee hoHpitul aid by-law was next 
conaidnred in c jininitteo and waa reported. 
Aid. Munn and Il irris beiu),' a committee 
appointed to get it in shapo for next meet- 
ing. 

The motion of Aid. Harris to olfer ?500 
for deeigiiB for a permanent way in place of 
James liay bridge was carried, with a rider 
by Aid. Keith-Wilson, that fItoO bo gis-en as 
first prizi and f IfjO as sceond, tho aucoosi- 
ful pl&cs to bocoine tho property of tho city. 
The Mayor ond Streets ooniinittee will draw 
up speciflcutiona to Bubn'it to tho Council. 

In this connection tho Mayor believed 
that tho city might not hive to build a now 
bridge themselves, but might got an offer 
that would surprise people, 

Tho meeting adjourned shortly before 10 
o'clock.

NAICUSI' AND SI.OUAN' KAII.WAy. 

Hon. Mii. Davii;— Hon. gentlomon oppo- 
aito hftvo niado a sorry epectaclo cf them- 
solves to-night. They havo boon soyiDg 
thftt tho govornmcQt proposes to mako a 
faroe of this iuveatigatioo; and yet, sir, 
do they propose buc to make it 
a soreamiog faroe. Thoy proponn that 
the government being upon its trial for oor- 
rupuOD shall thomaelves appoint a counsel 
to prosecute them. Well, sir, was ubaurdltv 
like that ev-tr uttered boforo? Thoy have 
been oompiring tho government in thia 
matter to criminals. Well, aooopting that 
comparison. Did you ever hear of a c ase 
where a criminal in the dock had the right 
flrat of all to select his ovfn counsel to de- 
fend him, and then without rofercaco to 
anybody else, to seleob a prosecutor or at- 
torney general to proseonte him 1 And that 
is exactly vphat hon. members opposite pro- 
pose for the government to do ! Now if the 
gos'ernmont wore to do anything of that 
kind, would the country then not denounce 
the thing as a fraud, an eflFort of the govern- 
ment to whitewash thomaelves at the ex- 
pense of . the country, and would ask : " I'o 
whom does thr.s lawyer owe his allcgiaoo- 
but to tho men that employed him ?" 
I Buy that ia a. thing too absDrd to be thought 
of for otio niomont. And it shows to what 
length tho hon. gentlemen have to go to get 
out cf tho very awkward position in which 
they are placed. Why, their objnct to-day 
all tho way through is to shulUo out of the 
cliargcB thoy havo mode against tho govern- 
ment. First of all they do not propose to 
havo any inquiry of any kind tliemselves, 
and when the in(iiiiry is forced upon them 
thoy try to csoapu it by raising falac iaauea. 
Well, now, aa to tho course to bo adopted 
in a case of thig kind, happily wo are not 
without precedent, twenty yeara ago this 
house was engiged in a similar matter. The 
pirti(s were not the aame as now, but there 
ia a remnant of tho pirty horo, tho hon. the 
leader of the oppoaition. Sir, what haa ho 
told us? He bus told U! that it ia per- 
fectly absurd for a government to select the 
■ char^ea up'm which thoy will be tried, you 
never heard a prisoner selectiug the charges 
ho will be tried upon ; the proaeou'.ion dooa 
that. But what did he do then, air V Now, 
I will show you. It is just as well to refer 
to preoadenta, and I will ahow you 
exactly what tho course of proceeding was. 
On the 20ih February, 187-t, Mr. Robaon 
moved, seconded by Mr. Smithe, 

"Whereas certain atatements have ap- 
peared in tho public newspapers conntcting 
tho names of membera of the l»to govern- 
ment, and of tho prcsant govornmenr, with 
prooeodinga of a questionable character in 
relation to Toxada island, in the Straits of 
Georgia ; and whereas transaotions are 
alltKed to have taken place in respect to 
said island of a nature pr(jadioi<kl to the 
pnblio interest ; be it tberetore resolved : 
That a respectful address be presented to 
Hia Honor the Lieutenant-Governor, pray 
ing that he will eauto a royal commission 
to be appointed, with full power to take 
evidence under oath, and send for persons 
and papers, for tho purpose of inquiring 
into the wholo matter, and reporting there- 
on to thia home at ita next staaion." 

Now, sir, at that time Mr. Robaon was 
in oppoaition, and a prominent member of 
tho opposition ; the hon. leader of tho oppo- 
aition I'lera was then a member of tho gov 
ernment, ho was not tho leader, Mr. Walkem 
waa the leader. 

Mu. Semlin— No ; Mr. DaCosmos was 
leader. 

Hon. Mb. Davie— Mr. Walkem waa a 
member of the govorLment at a".l events ; I 
may bo wrong in saying that ho was leader. 
However, you have hoard Mr. Robson'a mo- 
tion. There was no point of order raised 
against Mr. Robson's motion such as the op- 
poaition wonld sow lead the house to believe 
would have prevented his moving for a com- 
rnisaion in this matter. Now, Mr. Robson'a 
' n did not suit his Opponents, so it was 
■'' wliercupon tho standing orders

" Whcreaa the honorable tc^ mmhoc for 
Nanaimo has statou in hia place in this 
house that he waa credibly informed that 
prominent members of the late and present 
government were in a ring to acquire poa- 
aeasion of Texada Inland, in a manner pr( ju- 
dioial to the interoats of tho public, bo it 
therefore resolved :

absent at Ottawa, the Chief Juatioa on ths.t 
occusioa not beioij; present, owing to t.ia 
having gone to Cusiar on circuit. 

"Titiic at theao various sittings, of wtiich 
publio notice Wf.a alwaya given in the uov/u- 
pipora in Victoria, tho hciioraljUi member 
for Nanaimo, Mr. Robaon, waa ahvava pres- 
ent, and waaairordcd every opportunit,y, by 
eKamlnalion and cross oKUUiination ol tho 
witneaaoa, and by suggoation and r.rt;i>incnt, 
to promote tho enquiry and cflt'^blish tho 
charge." 

Now, then, there ia an oKamplo for hon, 
gentlemen oppoalto to follow, that of a man 
who was always honorable in hia methods in 
political uialtera, and was courogeoua and 
stralghttorward in his aotiona. Thoy do not 
want a lawyer at tho cxpooae of tho prov- 
ince. So now having told the hon. mombora 
of their privileges, I shall hope they ahall 
avail themaolves of them. 

Now, lot ua look at some of tho objections 
raised. I aliall take up tho remark of my 
friend, Mr. Stoddart. I think -that hon. 
gentleman has exercised an indopondonoo in 
this matter for which ho is to be oompll- 
niented. Although I think if lie had had 
the opportunity of seeing thia airicadment 
in print and considering at greater length 
the resolution that I proposed and the 
amendment of tho hon. tho Chief Commis- 
sioner, he wonld not have had occasion to ex- 
press himself as ho did. Now, air, tho hon. 
/(entleman aaya that ho is quite sure that 
there aro more members of the Naknsp & 
Slocan r.iilwny company and ol the Con- 
struction company than have been stated by 
these papsrs already bronght down. Well, 
■if, if that 11 so attd there is any «uspiolon 
that cabinet miaisteisare mefflbartof either 
tho Nokusp company or the Construetion 
O'-nipiny, the amendment of the Chief Com- 
m>»8ion<r gives txhauslive power of en- 
quiiy. Here is his amendment: "And 
wtiet.her any of His Honor'n mioiaters have 
or h^d any interest directly or Indirectly in 
the N^kusp Sloc^n rail^oy company, or 
in any of Ihe contniota of the company, or 
in tho Ci)rintruotion company, either iu fur- 
nishitig iimterial nr eupplicB, or in any way 
whatao'jver. " U'hy, sir, tho original rceoUi- 
lion WH8 nomprohenBivo enriogh to cover all 
that, and it was intended to be so. "Whether 
oorrnpt m"tive8 of any kind existed 
with or inliuonced Ilia Honor's ministers in 
the adTice tendered by them to His Honor 
tho Lieutenant Governor in relation to tho 
Nakusp & Slooin railway company." Could 
language be more comprehensive than that! 
Wo want to find out whether there waa any 
species of corruption at all. Now, if the 
membera of tho government had any interest 
in it, directly or indirectly, there would bo 
corruption. So that tho resolution was pro- 
posed in the most comprehensive way. 
Now, the hon. member Mr. Forster, haa 
said that the report of bis reniarks in the 
•ppositioo organ, tho " Times " ia not cor- 
rect. Well, wo havo atruok out the part he 
obj c'.a to although I am satisfied he used 
then). And thsnMr. Hrowncjuibblesabouttho 
wording of the resolution; ho says tlie word- 
ing of the resolution is to limit the queition 
to the first guarantee. And in order to 
make that olear we have struck that p»rt 
out also. And as to their burning with de- 
sire to move for a Royal CommissioD and 
could not do it beoause of the point of order, 
I venture to say that rule 45 haa nothing 
whatevar to do vrith it. That rule merely 
prevents anybody moving for an expression 
of opinion, an abatraot expression of opin- 
ion which would involve the expenditure of 
money. And this ia an entirely different 
thint;. And in 1874, under the same rule, 
there waa no objection made to Mr. Robaon 
moving tho same resolution. So it ia just 
aa competent for an hon. member on tho 
opposite aide to move thia thin)? as monibera 
of tho govornnicut and, if there waa any 
tiiucority about hon. mombora oppoiiito, and 
they had wanted a Royal commission, they 
would have risked the point of order, and 
iiave got theinaelves on reoord ; and what 
better thing would they li.wo wanted than 
for the government to have defeated their 
motion for a Royal coiiiinicsion by raining a 
point of order ?

Until tho information had been 
obtained for thia house I had not taken 
the trouble to find out who were tha mem- 
bers of the company or tho Construction 
Co. I was dealing with tho company and I 
knew that it waa registered under act of 
ParKaiDont, and it waa merely a matter of 
idle onrioflty to know who wore tho tnem- 
bers of the comp<iny, .1 knii',y j^fintlo- 
man 1 waa dealing willi, and having fuunu 
out that the company was in a position to 
put up $118,000, it was no part of my busi- 
ness to 00 prying into the question of their 
memberahip. I can assure hou. gentlemen 
that n.y time is too much occupied — and I 
think tliey will believe it when I say it — 
with matters of importance, to bo csipjoyed 
in prying into other psople'a, ouainesf, even 
if I were so ^;.j,ogc(i, And I did not &on- 
myEcK as to who was golnpt lo make

Now, thia paper, air, will also eorvo to 
ahow what waa done on the oommisaion. 
Hon. gentlemen opposite aak who ia to proae- 
cuto it. Why, sir, those who bring the 
charg'!8.

road would cost, and then entering into an 
Bgreemont with a company of sufficient 
means, aa ovidenoed by tho dcpoait of 
$118,000 to build it. And then, air, we are 
told that tlie reaolution is not wide enough ; 
it leaves out tho crux of tho whole thing. 
The crux of thia thing ia corruption. That 
ia what wo want to find out about ; the 
other questions which tho hon. gentlemen 
opposite want to interposo are mere matters 
of politics. Rut thia is tho rod herring 
which they want to drag acroaa tho soent, 
which thoy hope will burk the wholo object 
of the inquiry. They want tho commission 
to inquire whether the government ex- 
ceeded their authority under tho railway 
aot, 1893. Do thoy want to go into a 
royal oommiaaion for that purpose '! That 
ia a queation for thia Icgialature to say, and 
not a royal oommisaion. If this house had 
said that they exceeded their authority, 
or if the tiouae did think the government had 
exceeded their authority they would not 
have paaaed the bill, and atill the house 
passed the bill, that is a ratification of what 
tho government haa done, and in cither 
caso tho matter ia ended, and, such being 
tho case, can you tell me what earthly rea- 
Ron there is for a royal oommiaaion to ait and 
re-open the (jucBlion, which haa been settled 
by the legislature? Kvon aaauming that tho 
government havo oxooodcd their authority, 
what in that, sir, in coiriparleon witli the 
gross charge of theft and corruption made 
u^'ainatua? Tho hon. leader of tho opposi- 
tion proposes to mix up two thinga which 
aro wido apart, then go before tho commia 
sion, abandon the theft and corruption, and 
try to get a verdict in hia favor on a wholly 
immaterial isauo. Wliy, tho queation of 
cxceea of authority does not weigh in the 
scale one liair'a breadth in cornparioon with 
tho corruption chargea that havo been made. 
You cannot but aoo tho utter inainccrity of 
tbo gentlemen of the opposition when they 
put two such different matters iu tho bal- 
ance together. " And that tho commia- 
aionora bo also empowered to invoatigate, 
ascertain and report what pera^na havo been 
or aro either directly or indirectly inter- 
oated in tho land known aa tho 
townsito of Three Forks, or in any 
of tho proceeds of the land known as lot 
210," etc. Haa it over been auggoaU-d ii:

And wiilinut a aingU- cliarge or pugijcstion on 
which In found it, tl;(.> hon. m'lakuian now 
pronoHia, win n thomatltris nil oi-er, whcriiho 
bill'is jiasged and every thing done, toasoertain 
anil i) ([uiio into oomuthiug that; luifl not 
been even Hui,'f;cblcd or inaiauated by any- 
body. 1 wonder if tho genllemnri doca not 
havo feeliiiga of shaino to put euch a thiug 
on tho records. of tho liouiio. I do cot want 
a better dncunu)nt to ahow before au audi- 
ence in any place, to prove that tho oppoai- 
tion aro trying to shirk tho isauo of corrup- 
tion, which they havo raised in reapoot of 
tho Nakusp matter. "Or, who may have 
a promiae of any intereac from tho person 
or persons to whom tho grant ia to be issued, 
or from any person or persona to whom they 
may have promised or agreed to transfer 
their right or any part or intoreat thereof 
or thorein." To flod out who may havo tho 
promiae. And who miglit that bo '! Well, 
sir, tho hon. gontlemon oppoalto might havo 
a promiao, or anybody on the atreot, Tom 
Jones, Bill Sykea, or anybody else. Ho 
wants the oommisaionera to find out wlio 
has an interest in thia. Ho would find 
Jones and Sykea, and thoro may bo hun- 
dreds of them. And he wants to mix that 
up with tho charge of corruption and bood- 
ling against tho government ! If you will 
tell me that there is any aincerity in the 
actions of a man who will mix auch triiiing 
matters up with tho grave issues whicn we 
have to-day proposed for investigation, you 
insult my common souse, and tho oominon 
sense of every sensible man in the commun- 
ity. It ia only a contemptible way of 
crawling out Of the aapersiona of diehonor, 
which they have mado. 

A Mksiiieu — Tho papers were full of it. 

Ho.N". Mil. Davik— I am dealing with 
what tho members of thia houso were 
full of, that was chargea of corruption against 
mombora of thia government in regard to the 
Nakusp. And I say they havo ignomini. 
oualy retreated to day from what they said, 
and then tkey say tho resolution does not 
cover all tlio ground. It covora everything 
that is in the resolution of the leader of tho 
opposition, except the tiuestion of excess of 
authority, which has nothing to do with 
the point of corruption and a roving com- 
misaion to find out who the Three Forka 
belongs to, and in respect of which no sug- 
gestion of impropriety has been made in this 
houae, 

Hon. Mr. Hkavk.n' — Cowardly buoineas ! 

Hon'. Mil Davie — I should say it was 
cowardly buaineas to try to burk an ircjuiry 
by trying to find out whether Tom Jouts or 
William Sykes were interested in the Throe 
Forka. If hon. gentlemen opposite want a 
oommieeion of inquiry into the Three Forks 
huaineap, let them move for it themaelvea, 
and not encumber this inquiry with it, 

I wish to aay a word in regard to what tho 
hon, member for the lalands hasqaid. Nov, 
sir, there ia no member in this houao for 
whom I entertain a higher sense of respect 
than the hon. member for the lalanda, and 
he knowa it. He knowa how frtquently I 
have been to him to consult him on mattera 
which I have to deal with, mattera of im- 
portacco, how pleased f am to get his views 
on all huhjects, and aa I never fail to get 
good ideau from him, and lie never speaks 
in thia houae bu* what ho throwa light upon 
aubjecta under disouasion, I pr'zo 
his opinions highly. Rut I rather 
think that his confidence in the integrity of 
tho goverlimcnt has rather outweighed hia 
Eonao of what ought to bo done on this occu- 
aion. I think ho ia wrong when he a^yj the 
fjovornment are too aensitive in thi^ mutter. 
I think when tho govcruinent'o integrity is 
attacked their duty to the public and them- 
selvoa ia that tho matter should bo cleared 
up. (Hoar, hear. ) And I think it would 
have been the crowning miatake of my life, 
for which I ahould have blamed myself to 
tho day of my death, if I had not moved for 
thisiKiuiry. Sir, I am glad to say 'hat I 
havo aono 80. And, sir, I can etc tho 
despondency coming over tho fucca 
of the hon. gentlemen oppoaito 
when they find their guns spiked 
as they aro by thia resolution. Why, sir, 
thia is the chief clap-trap that they intended 
to bring up at the elections, this chargo of 
corruption, had it not been enquired into, 
and that was tbo reason that they failed to 
do what waa their right and privilege, i. c. : 
move for an inveatigation, and for their cun- 
duot in this matter and for the red herring 
they have sought to dra^Y ncro89 tho Hcont, 
I siiall coutldcutly aa!: tho country to pre- 
nounco tliem, aa tho iiiojority in thia houso 
already know them to be, politicil hum- 
bugs. (Loud applause).

to refuse to give the matter any considora- 
tion DOW, or to ignore the report quoted in 
the reaolution which had been adopted by 
the house. He thought the leader of the 
opposition had taken up only one half of 
the qaootion, and that tho amendment 
ofrered is mi.3loading In ita terms. When 
tho legislature adopted both tho reports 
mentioned — tho majority and the minority 
— it ia quite clear that they did not moan to 
al.km the door in Mr. (jroor's faco. It 
would of CQursri bo impofiBiblo to give b.'.ck 
to Mr. Greer tho particular piece of land iu 
question, but tho houso might well consider 
whether or not aomething else ahould bo 
done for him. Ho thought Mr. Greer had 
bought tho property with tho bona fido in- 
tention of occupying it as a homeatead, 
without any idoa that it was to bo part of 
a townsito ; and that though ho had lost it 
through not establishing the title, in every 
senso Mr. Groer was in a far bettor position 
than many whoso claims have been recog- 
nized by tho houso. Just what ought to bo 
done is a matter for further considcratioD, 
but he would vote against the amendment 
and in fayor of the resolution. 

Mn. KiTOHBN apoko against the resolu- 
tion. 

Tho amendment h^'yrt^ put was lost on 
division of 12 to I." After Mr. Grant had 
addresaid the house the reaolution was put 
and lost on division of 13 to 16. 

NAKUSP AND StOOAN BAIIiWAV, 

Hon. Mr. Tdrnbb moved tho second 
reading of tho bill respecting the Nakusp & 

Slocan railway. 

Mil SwouD again asked for the letter 
from Mr. Mohun referred to yesterday. 

Hon. Mr. Daviij said he now had this 
lettor, and aa requested would present it to 
tho houao, together with an afJidavit from 
Mr. McGillivray, the contractor, as to the 
cost of raila delivered on the work. 

The bill waa read a third time and passed 
on the following diviaion :

A.SSICSSMK.NT AOT. 

'The houso again went into committee on 
tho aBBossment act amendment bill, Mr. Mc- 
Kenzio in tho chair. 

Bill reported complete with amcndmenta. 
MINBItAI. AOT. 

Hon. Col. Bakeb presented a message 
from Hia Honor the Lieutenant-Governor, 
transmitting Bill 52, " An act to amend the 
mineral aot," with a recommendation to 
strike out section 8. 

The message was oonaidered in committee, 
Mr. Croft in the chair. 

Hon. Col. Baker explained that the sea 
tlon referred to was inserted at the request 
of Mr. Kelllo, who now particularly wishes 
to withdraw it. It relates to deferring 
osseeament work on claims until July, 1895. 

Bill reported to house, read three times 
and passed. 

RAILWAY AID AOT. 

The house went into committee on the 
bill to amend tho railway aid aot, Mr. 
Grant in the chair. 

Mr. Hunter repeated the statement 
made yeste'day that it will be utterly lm> 
possible for the Chilliwack railway to be 
built for §14,000 a mile, and be cboaght 
that if tho bill passed In the present shape 
it would simply result in nothing whatever 
being done towards its construction. Ue 
did not think that any mountain railway 
can ba built in British Columbia for $17,500 
a mile, or that any railway of the oharaotor 
of the proposed Chilliwack road can be built 
for 5U,000. Ho therefore movid an amend- 
ment to incroaso tho maximum of tho guar- 
antee to §,S (100 tt mile, in tho case not only 
of the Chilliwack, but also of tho Nicola 



Valley railway, to which his remarks 
equally applied. As to the latter road, he 
felt that it would necessarily cost more than 
even §16,000 a mile. He pointed out that 
tho bill provides thot tenders ore to bo 
oillcd for in a public manner, so that there 
will bo no lack of competition, and it ia only 
on tho baaia of the contract price that tho 
guarauteo ia to be given. 

Mil. Smith did not think a private mem- 
ber waa in order in moving an amendment 
proposing tliua to increaao tho expenditure. 
He did not altogether favor thia principle of 
finding tho money for raihvays, and he did 
not see why a farmorshould not just aa well 
be aided in stocking his farm, or a steam- 
boat man iu building his vceacl. He hoped 
tho government would not oxoced tho 57,000 
mentioned in tho bill, 

Hon. Mr. Davie agreed with the atato- 
mont mado by Mr. Hunter that no moun- 
taiu railway in British Columbia can bo 
built for less than ?17,500 a mile ; but ho 
felt grieved that that gentleman kcptailenco 
and did not tell tho houso thia important 
fact when the government wore being so 
virulently aaaailed with rospeot to tho oali- 
matod cost of tho Nakusp & Slocan railway, 
which had been placed at thia figure of 
$17 500 a mile by tho government on the 
beat evidence obtainable. If Mr. 
Hunter did ofTer any information 
on thia point he (Mr. Davie) at least 
had not heard it; possibly ho might 
uot havo been in tho houso. That informa- 
tion would, he thought, have been of great 
advantage to tho houso. As to tho Chilli- 
wack road, however, he was assured that 
$14,000 a mile would build it, for it is in a 
different poaition from that of a mountain 
road. At all events the government do uot 
ate their way olear to oh&ntie the amount 
fixed in the bill. He was struck by the 
fact that the hon. gentlemen opposite have 
dealt with thia aubjcot aa if all the aid 
ahould be found by the province and the 
municipality ; but that was not the footiog 
upon whioh the bill had been introduced. 
Tho intention waa that the company should 
find p»rt of the capital, and not that tho 
province and tho municipality should find 
all tho money and then hand over tho road 
as a free gift to tho company. When tho 
promotera have time and opportunity to do 
this, ho did not seo why they should not be 
required to do so. Thia waa not the case 
with tho Nakusp it .Slocan road, which was 
a matter of tho greatest urgoncy, aa ho 
could show had been contended time and 
ogain by tho hon. gentlemen opposiio in 
their sayings and writings, and could be 
read almost daily in their nevvapapcra of 
about u. year ago, urged in tho strongest 
way. As tho government felt that tho road 
was required, they took the best plan they 
could tiud to have the work proceeded with. 
Thoy assured themselves that $17,500 a 
mile would be well within the limit of tho 
coat of construction, juat as tho houso had 
been assured by Mr. Hunter thia afternoon. 
Respecting tho Chilliwack road, however, 
they had mado up their minds aflor inquiry 
that $14,000 per mile will be enough to 
build it — though not to equip it also, for the 
C.P.R. of course will find the equipment 
when they lease it. 

Tub Chaoim^n here remarked that he 
would rule Mr. Hunter's amendment out of 
order, aa a propoaltion'to increase tho ex- 
penditure. 

Hon. Mr. Davib said he was about to 
come to that point, and though the amend- 
ment as it stood waa out of order he thought 
it would be juat as well, if Mr. Hunter 
wished to get an oxpresaion of opinion from 
tho committee, that he should move a 
resolution declaring that in tho opinion of 
the houao $l t,000 per mile U not enough to 
build tho railway. 

Mr. HuNTF.ii said ho submitted to tho 
ruling on tho point of order, but lie still 
maintained that the aid proposed in tho 
bill is not sufficient to make the measure T 

/ 



operative. There ia a aworn statement be- 
fore the house that a road precisely similar 
in character to the proposed Chilliwack 
railsvay, built under the same conditions, 
cost S'J;i,COO a mile, and if thia aworn state- 
ment is accepted aa correct then the pres- 
ent bill appeal's to be useless. Iu refereuoo 
to the Attornoy-Goneral's remark as to hia 
aileuco when tho Nakusp & Slocan railway 
waa under discussion, ho wished to say that 
it was u matter of delicacy ulouc which 
caused hiin to refrain from offering any re- 
marks during that discussion. Ho iiad been 
frequently referred to during the diacuaeion, 
as a member who ought to bo able to throw 
some light on tho matter, but he felt that he- 
waa not iu a poaition to do ao at the time, 
owing to tho fact that ho had put in a tender 
himaolf for the conatruction of tho road. The 
house having now finally disposed of the 
bill he felt quite at liberty to speak, and he' 
took the opportunity of making this explana- 
tion, and of removing the impression which' 
tho Attorney-General seemed to have formed) 
that he had failed in his duty, being a prac- 
tical railway man who might have given tho 
houao some information. He thought that 
tho Attorney-General and the house would 
admit that under the circurnatances he 
had done what was right. (Applause ) 

Hon. Mr. Vbunon said that oven if the 
road cost §16,000 a mile, tho aseintance pro- 
vided for in tho bill is as much as tho gov- 
ernment feels justified in giving. With re- 
spect to the remarks mads by Mr. Smith, 
ho thought that gentleman had forgotten 
for the moment that the house last year 
paaaed the bill authorizing the government 
to give a guarantee with reapeot to these 
two particular railways, and tne houae hav- 
ing adopted this policy the government had 
simply made tho limit nomed. Tho pro- 
vincial government will provide for §5,400- 
a mile, the Dominion grant will be §3,200, 
and the company and the municipality will 
have to find another §5,000 if the road Is to 
cost §14,000. If tho company oin get this 
money from the municipality so much the 
bottCi for them; and if tho road will cost 
more than §14,000 bo much tho more will 
havo to be provided for by the company. 
But tho position of tho government ia that 
thoy have gone us far aa they can reaaonably 
bo expected to. 

Mil. KiTciiKN complained that the gov- 
ernment had broken faith witli tho munici- 
pality of Chilliwack, and now proposed a 
worse bargain than promised last year. Ho 
contended that a more liberal guarantee 
ahould have been given. 

Hon. Col Baj^kii contrasted the position 
taken by Mr. Kitchen in the matter of this 
railway, which runs through his own dis- 
trict, with the Sd'tiipt&mt he had made be- 
cause the government guaranteed the prin- 
cipal and interest of the Nakuap road, jnab 
as he now wanted them to do for Chilli- 
wack. 

Mr. Eitohbn^ daolared that he never ob- 
jected to the guarantee of the principal and 
intercat of the Naknsp road. What he did 
object to waa the nnbualnesa-like way in 
which the government had gone about the 
matter. 

Hon. Mr. Davie aaid it ia a matter of 
little importance what the member from 
Chilliwack had aaid on any particular occa- 
sion, for as is well known he blows hot and 
cold alternately on every public question. 
That hon. gentleman had, however, been in- 
duced once to commit hia views to writing 
and he would read to the house the result, 
aa follows : 

" In regard to guaranteeing bonds for re- 
clamation purposes my idea ia this : Tho 
government ahould eeo that tho general act 
provides for tho aasessnients being a firafc 
lien, same aa taxea on landa benefitted, and 
should then borrow tho amount no ^c-saarj by 
selling inscribed stock end advance the 
money to the commieslonors, so long aa they 
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MR. GREEKS CLAIM. 

Mr. Grant nmvod : "Whcreaa by tho 
report of a committee adopted along with a 
mii.ority report on the 27th of April, LSSS, 
it waa reapectfully recommended to tho gov- 
ernment to take into their earnest conaider- 
ation tho adviaability of issuing a crown 
grant of the land cotnpriaed in pro emption 
1,00;! to Mr. Greer, or lake auch other stops 
as may bo proper to secure Mr. Oreor'a title 
to tho land : Bo it therefore resolved, that 
this houao seea no reason to difior from tho 
concluaions expreaaed in tho majority report 
above recited." Tho mover reviewed at 
length tho circumatancea loading up to tho 
reports mentioned, and made a strong plea 
on behalf of Mr. Greer. 

Hon. Mb. Vernqn said he did not ace 
how the government could do anything in 
the matter, whioh has already been so often 
dealt with adversely to Mr. Qreer, both in 
tho houso and In the aonrta. However tho 
mcmbors ndght sympathise with Mr. Greer, 
it seemed absurd to ask thorn to cay in tho 
worda of the reaolution, " that this houae 
sees no reaEon to diQ'er from the oonclusiona 
cxproased " in 1.S8S, aceing that tho matter 
haa ainco been fully inquired into in tho 
courts, ith a result iidvurao to the claim. 

Hon. Mr Bkavi;n* declared that tho reao- 
UUicn waa not even in accord with tho 
rencrdi of tho houao. ITo gave dotaila of 
the hiitory of tho cuao and moved an amend- 
ment doolaring that tho house having de- 
cided that tho case ahould bo doult with by 
tho Supremo Court of tho Province, decline 
to oonaider thn (|Ucation any further. 

Hon Mr. Davik aaid lie took an cntirnly 
different view from that of tho Chief Com- 
miaaioner. or that of tho loader of the oppo- 
sition, lie remembered very well that tho 
houau did on one previoua occasion pass a 
n animoua vote in favor of Mr. Sroer's 
claim — or if not unanimous there was but 
one diaaenting voice. Hence he felt that he 
jbould only be Btoltlfylog himaelf were he 
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The Townsite Company have entered into a contract to build a wharf to deep water 
at lowest stage, at the foot of Victoria avenue. This will cost about $4000. 

The C.P.R. Telegraph Company's line is built from Revelstoke to Nelson, Nakusp 
and Kaslo via LARDEAU CITY, and the office for the Lardeau and Fish Creek Dis- 
tricts is situated at LARDEAU CITY.

Hon. Mr Davie oontinuoJ lat ho had 
not heard Mr. Kitchen in hia ■. • Ka take 
any exception to tho contention made by 
Mr. Hunter. In fact, as stated yoeterday, 
it all depends with Mr. Kitchen whoso uxo 
it is that needs grinding, Ho blamed tho 
government for not cirryiuK out tho bill of 
isBb year, and nsks why did they not do so. 
(To this he {Mr. DavIo) would answer in the 
boa. gentleman's own language, that they 
are *' opposed to the idea of peddling inter- 
est-guaranteed bonds throughout the world 
and selling them at a heavy disoonnt." 
(Laughter. ) Mr. Kitchen aays the munioi- 
pality were prepared Uat year to carry out 
the arnmgcniont and the government re- 
fused, but while thia wua not the cise, for 
the ratep vycra would not have assented to 
the by-law if put before thorn, he wished to 
point out that if the municipality were pre-

the coat of which will bo considerably less, 
Mr, Kitchen had been loud in his protesta- 
tions ugiiinat tho governmsnt securing the 
building of railways and allowing them to 
ho handed over to private individuals, but 
now is found advoi:atlng that very principle 
when his own district is concerned, 

Mr Booth, after further diacuBsion, said 
ho had bten struck with the silence of the 
member from Comox during the debate on 
tho Xskusp & Slocan bill, but the explana- 
tion juat made showed that ho had taken the 
proptT course. Had Mr. Hunter taken part 
in tho debits, ho would no doubt have been 
attacked as an interested party. But in 
view of what that gentleman had just said 
he would like to &ak what becomes of tho 
talked of "boodle", which could only exist 
if the road cost so much less than estimat- 
ed? He wonld ask also, what now becomes 
of the commission appointed to investigate 
something which does not exist 1 

The bill, after further disonasion, was re- 
ported complete with amendments. 

SEALEIIS' COMPENSATION. 

Hon. Mr, Turneu said he had been re- 
queated by tho EOilors of Victoria to pro- 
pose a resolution in tho house, and in order 
to do ao ho would have to move tho suispen- 
aion of the standioR orders. Tho resolution 
to which ho referred was as follows : 

" Whereas by a convention between tho 
United States and Groat Britain, dated 18th 
April, 1892, it was, amongst other thinga, 
provided : ' That if tho result of tho arbi- 
tration be to aOirm tho right of British 
Bcolers to take Ecala in Behring sea within 
the bounda claimed by the United States 
under its purchase from Russia, then com- 
peusition shall bo made by the United 
States to Great Britain (for the use of her 
subjects) for abstaining from the exercise of 
th&t right during the pendency of the arbi- 
tration, upon the basis of auoh a regulated 
and limited catch or catches as, in the 
opinion 'of the arbitrators, might hare been 
talcen without an undue diminution of the 
seal herds,' suoh amount to be promptly 
paid ' ; and whereas the result of 
the arbitration was to afBrni 
euoh legal rights as pertaining 
to British subjects ; and whereas no suoh 
oompenaation has been awarded : Be it re- 
solved, that thia house ventures to express 
tho hope that the royal assent will not be 
given to the bill now before the Imperial 
parliament for fiiving legal cffeot to the 
Behring Sea arbitration, unless tho fol- 
lowing claims be previously acknowledged 
and placed in course for settlemout by tho 
government of the United States, namely : 
1. That British Columbia sealers be com- 
pensated in respect to vessels which have 
been aeizod. 2 That, British Columbia 
scalers be compensated for illegal exclusion 
from Behring Sea during the years 1S91, 1S92 
and ISO.'j ; and that a copy of this 
resolution be telegraphed at once to tho 
Secretary of State for Canada, with a re- 
quest that he telegraph it to the Imperial 
gevernmeut." 

Motion agreed to. 

KASLO-SLOOAIf RAILWAY, 

Hon. Mr. Veuno.v moved the second 
rending of tho bill respecting tho grant of 
huirt to the KubIo & Slocan railway com- 
pany. He explained that owiuR to the 
tnrluoua course of the road, and tho moun- 
tainous nature of tho country, it had been 
found ioipossible to locate the quantity of 
land prauted as provided for by the .act of 
list .scasion, and tho company hod in con- 
fie(|iuT, CO of tliis and no doubt also of the 
f;encral Htrinyoncy, been unable to finance 
their onterpriae. They had now come to 
the government uud asked to bo 
allowed to locate elsewhere half tho 
quantity of the land which, aa had 
been explained they could not select in ac- 
oordanoe with the act of last year, and this 
the government now recommended to the 
hnuse. He did not consider that this was 
altogether a rival road to the Nakusp and 
Slooan, as there are great quantities of the 
ores which are naturally tributary to the 
Easlo road; but the company nevertheless 
complain that they have been hampered in 
their operations by the aotion of the govern- 
ment with reapeot to the ITakusp and Slocan 
road. He thought under all the ciroum- 
Btances tho legislature ought to grant tho 
chango asked for. 

Bill read a seoond time. 

It being 6 o'clock the Speaker left tho 
chair. 

After KeccHS. 
Tho reports from committee on the aaaess- 
meiil act amendment bill and the railway 
aid bill were adopted, and the bills were 
read a third time and paaaed. 

KASr.O-SLOCAN EAILWAY. 

The bill respecting the land grant to the 
Kaslo and Slooan railway company was con- 
sidered in committee, and the following 
amendment moved by Mr. Eellle was 
adopted : "Tho lands which may be granted 
tothe C0mp:kny under section 3 of this act 
shall be open for purchase from the oom- 
pany by any pcraon or pecsoDS upon similar 
terms to thoao provided for the acquisition 
of crown lands by the *Land act amendment 
act, 1891,' save that the company may sell 



such lands at prices leaa than thoae provided 
in auch act, either for cash or upon credit, 
at ratoa of intorcat not exceeding eix per 
centum per annum. All the proceeds of 
suoh aaloa may ho held and retained by the 
company for their own uae." 

An amendment by Mr. Horno providing 
for the substitution of other landa to half 
the amount, in all cases where tho lands 
cannot be located in alternate blocks, or if 
80 located would ba prootically uaelcas, waa 
alao adopted. 

Bill reported complete wish amendments 
and read a third time and passed. 

creditors' trust deeds. 

Tho report from committee on tho 
creditors' trust deeds act was adopted, and 
llie bill was read a third time and passed. 

game rHOTECTION, 

On consideration of the report from com- 
mittee on the game protection bill, the aev- 
eral amendments of which notice had been 
gived were moved and defeated. 

Report adopted with amendmenta and 
bill road a third timo and paaaed. 

BINDINO CO.MMITTEK. 

Mr Booth, from the select committee 
appointed to inquire into Mr. Williams' 
petitions with respect to tho work of bind- 
ing tho provincial statutes, reported that 
they had mot each day since appointed and 
had taken o good deal of evidence, but had 
not had time to prepare a report. Tho ses- 
sion being so near its close, ho asked leave 
to present the evid«noe without any report, 
and he moved that the evidence bo printed 
iu tho sessional papers. 

Mr. Semlin, a member of tho committee, 
said from what ho had aoen and heord there 
ho thought that tho govornment would save 
a considerable amount by calling for tenders. 

Mr. Booth did not agree with thie ; and 
for hia part said that tho complainant In thia 
case had acted in a very ungentlemanly way 
before the committee, and had altogether 
refused to give evidence or furnish any 
proof of hia oontentions. 

Mr. Smith added that from what oc- 
curred in committee there is nothing, in hia 
opinion, to show that the government are 
losing anything by the present arrangement; 
and he entirely dissented from Mr. Seni- 
lin'a remarks. 

Motion agreed to. 

MlJNlUir.U. aut. 

The house went into committee of the 
whole on the bill to amend tho municipal 
act, Mr. Booth in the chuir. 

Mr Grant moved to strike out tho 
nowly insorted clause rcapecting Sunday 
closing. 

After a good deal of discussion tho clause 
waa struck out on division. 

The new clause relieving coroners of part 
of their duties waa alao atruok out on divis- 
ion. 

Mr Grant's proposition to keep saloons 
open during certain hours on Sunday was 
discussed and lost on division. 

Bill reported complete with amendments, 
amidst applause. Bill read a third time 
and passed, 

BILLS OK sale, 

Mr Grant moved the second reading of 
the bills of sale act amendment bill, The 
motion was agreed to and the bill was then 
considered in committee, Mr. Smith in the 
ohair. 

Bill reported complete without umeud- 
menta and read a third timo and passed. 

sealers' COMPENS.A.TION. 

Hon. Mr. Turner moved tho resolution 
of which ho had given notice respecting 
compensation to sealers In reapoct of exclu- 
sion from Behring Sea. The reaolution, ho 
said, spoke for itself, and ought to bo ap- 
proved by every member of tho house. The 
damages mentioned were, it was under- 
stood, to have been considered in the arbi- 
tration, but tho matter appears to have 
bsen dropped ; and one member of tho Im- 
perial house made tho remarkable state- 
ment tho other night that no claims from 
the British Columbia acalera had yet boon 
presented. As these claims were long ago 
forwarded to Ottawa, he thought this 
reaolution might have the effeat of stirring 
up the Dominion authorities. 

Mr. Hornk spoke in support of the reso- 
lution, which ho thought ought to pass the 
houae unanimously. 

Mr Grant spoke to the same (ffjot ; and 
so did Dr. Milne. 

Tho reaolution was unanimously adopted. 

KAILWAY BATES. 

Mr. Adams moved : " Whereas tho 
present passenger and freight rates on rail- 
ways very seriously disoriminato ogainat 
thoae settled in tho interior of the province, 
tho proportionate rates being very much iu 
favor of districts noar the coaat : Therefore 
bj it resolved, that an humble address bo 
presented to Hia Honor tho Lieutenant- 
Governor, to urge on tho Dominion govern- 
ment the necessity of taking steps to ao 
regulate the rates on pasaengera and freight 
on railways that there may bi an equality 
in such ratca." Tho mover dwelt upon 
tlie hardships inflicted upon tho residenia of 
the interior by tho discriminating freight 
rates, which are often lower for carrying 
goods from tho East to the Coast and back 
again to some point in the interior than be- 
tween two points within tho province. 

Motion ogreed to. 

PROROOATION. 

Hon Mit. Davie uuDounced that, tho 
bu-Hineaa ef tho eesaioii binng concluded, Hia 
Honor tho Lieulonant-tjovernor would at- 
tend at ,3 o'clock to morrow ( WcdncnUvy) 
afternoon to prorogue the legislature. For 
himself and hia oollcaj^uea ho would tay 
that, whilst they are glaii, in common no 
doul)t with all in the houao, to be 
relieved of tho work of a somo- 
what laborioua session, yot all feel 
sinoero regret ot tho dissolution of the 
aBuociations of the last four years. Even 
tho beat of friends, it has been truly said, 
must part, and the members of the legis- 
lature can^oojoy no exemption from this rule. 
At such a time as this one oannot help re- 
flecting upon the uncertainties of the future, 
and that, apart from the chances of election, 
one cannot tell who may or who may not 
meet in thia hall next aession. In bidding 
adieu, then, to his follow-mombors, he 
wished to express tho hope that tho afTiirs 
of one and all would prosper during tho re- 
cess, that the country, to which all must 
appeal, would deal witli evory man accord- 
ing to hia mcrita, and that tho beat men 
may win. (Applause.) 

Mr. Rogers ondoraod tho wiahes exprea- 
eed by tho Premier; and ho deaired to add, 
speaking ho waa sure on belialf of the house, 
an acknowledgment of tho able manuor in 
which the Speaker has proaided over the do- 
liberationn of tho legislature. Ho moved u 
hearty vote of thanks to that gentleman, 
whose superior ho was sure it would he hord 
to find. 

Mr. Hall cordially agreed with tho ro- 
ferencea to Mr. Speaker juat made. He 
thought the houae certainly owed tho pro- 
poaed acknowledgment of tho very cincient 
and kindly manner in which be has filled tho 
ohair. Though there have been many oc- 
oaeions on which his patience has been eo- 
verely tried, it has proved more than 
equal to the strain, where an or- 
dinary man would have suooumb- 
odi Before the Speaker leaves the 
hall, before he takes away with him the 
ohair hebas so worthily filled, and which of 
course he will prize as memento, and 



while the membera of the legislature are 
looking at that chair for the lust time, ho 
felt sure all would cordially join in the pro- 
posed expression of good will, and iu tho 
hope that those of them who would have tho 
good fortune to attend another eession, in a 
larger and more capaoioua hall, would have 
tho pleasure of meeting their Speaker there. 
(Applause,) 

Mb, Brow.n heartily re-eohoed tho senti- 
ments of reapoct and appreciation of the 
Speaker oxprcaaed by the mombors on 
tho other aide. He endoraed ■ tho 
wiah of tho Attorney General that 
tho beat men will win in the 
coming conteats. There would no doubt 
bo aomo stiff C;;htiug in tho ■coun- 
try, as there had boon in the houae; but 
just as thoy were having now a general 
shake hands all round ho hoped that after 
they mot in the country and did their duty 
there according to their lights they might 
still bo friends. 

Hon. Mr Davie aaid that he waa thor- 
oughly in accord with oil that had been 
said roapeoting Mr. Speaker, than whom 
no one had over discharged the duties of 
tho high oflioe more acceptably to tho 
house. The members on each side must 
alike acknowledge that never in any of 
his deoiaiona or official acta of any deeorip- 
tion has he shown any bias ; and very 
aoidom has ho given oiCenoe, even when 
expreaaing dissent from the opinions of the 
members, who one and all are apt to take a 
rather jaundiced view of their Individual 
rights and privileges. The readiness with 
which tho Speaker has grasped the often 
obicure points of order submitted to him, 
and the alacrity with which he has pre- 
aentod his woll-reasoned deolsions, have boon 
marked, and tho deoieions thus rendered 
it must bo admitted will stand tho 
test of time, and are not unworthy 
of any Lord Chancellor. Ho ventured 
to think that in tho future, when constitu- 
tional queatioua come up for discussion, 
tlitso deciaiona will bo referred to with re- 
spect, and that for all time in tho proceed- 
ings of tho house they may bo quoted with 
advantage. (Applause.) 

Dr. Milne added a neat tribute to tho 
Speaker for hia urbanity and impartiality. 

The Ci.URic put the (|ucstion, which was 
carried by a atanding vole, with musical 
honors. 

Hon. Spkakkr Hicciks waa cjuito 
affected by iho kind tributes of tho mem- 
bers, and on rising to cxproea hia thanks 
betrayed no; a little emburrasament. He 
would take this opportunity, bo aaid, be- 
fore parting with tho house, to return to 
every momber hia sincere thanks for 
tho uniform courtesy and kindness shown to 
him. He did not think that any 
Speaker could have beau bettor treated than 
ho had been. His ahort oominga had been 
condoned, hia crrora regarded aa slight, and 
ho had at leaat been credited with having 
tried to do his duty. He aoknowledged 
heartily and sincerely the vote of thanks 
presented to him. In after years he should 
always look book with pleasuro to the lc);le- 
lature which olosed with tho scasion of ISO-i, 
He trusted that next year, when tho now 
houae assembled, the great majority if not 
all the members would be present at the 
roll call. 

Hon. Mr. Davie moved that when tho 
house rise it stand adjourned until 3 o'clock 
next afternoon, and thia being agreed to tho 
house adjourned at 11:30 p.m.

THEIEPATE UNCERTAIN. 

Three Tiotbrla Sealers Separated From 
Their Vessel And Supposed to 
be Lost. 

Sale of the Steam Schooner "Worlock" 
—Provisional Arraiiqrementa 

Coutiuucd. 

R. Marwiok, of the Victoria aealing 
Bohooner Vera, and Robert Irving, of tho 
May Belle, cecnraed from Japan by the 
Empress yesterday, on siok leave. They 
loft tho Japanese porta deserted by sealing 
craft, only one of tho fleot being now in 
Yokohama — the schooner Aurora. She had 
put to sea a day or oo previous to tho Em- 
preaa' Bailing, but just outside the port was 
run-down by an unknown otoamer, ber bow- 
sprit being cut clean away, and sho being 
thereby forced back to make good damagea. 
Luckily no ono was lost or injured in the 
colliaion. Not so fortunate was a boat's 
crew heloDging to the Agnes Maodonald, 
which left that aabooner on a perfectly 
oulm day a fevr weeks ago and have never 
since been aoen. There were as usual three 
men in . the - boat, the hunter, Charles 
Williams, hftving with him Samuel Lewis, 
son of Indian Ofiioer Lewis, and himself 
well known as an amateur athlete, with an 
other Victorian. Night ooming on, signal 
liuhts were shown and guns fired from tho 
roionner, but without avail. ThO night 
provod the reverse of the day, a hurricane 
rugiug in which no b')»c nnuld live, and 
th- ugh the sohoom r dcvoitd a week to 
suDriiring the neighborhood f.jr the lost 
b ia*", neiilier it, nor i's crrvv uoru hoard of 
ag.itu. Tlit i n were no (iihor schuonera in tho 
vicinity which could have picked them 
up, which tnikos their death by the storm 
almost a cf-rtainty. Williams resided with 
his family not far from Heriuimalt; tho 
second boat puller was alao a resident hero, 
and hoa a b-oi-hur employed at the Sayward 
eawiTiill, wiiLie lie formerly worked. 

Tho residnnta of Japan are taking a lively 
interest in tho British Columbia Indiana, 
who compose the orowa of tho Fawn and tho 
Roaio Olaen, and they in their turn are en 
thuaiastio over the Japanese whiskey, in the 
obtaining of which thoy txpcrienco no d ti 
culty. Mr. Marwick says that tho neala 
wore never thicker than they aro this year 
otr the Japan coast; unluckily, however, 
the weather thus far has been such that tiie 
boats could seldom be lowered. 

The steam schooner Worlock, for which 
5G.-I00 was refuBod, on a provioua ooeaeiou 
of her being offered for sale, was put up for 
auction by Mr. J. W. Hall by order of 
H,B M.'b court at Yokohama on the 29i.h 
Maroh, the auctioneer stating that she 
would be sold without reserve. The bid 
dine commenced at $3,000 and rose by hnn 
dreds to $6,000, at whioh priee the steamer 
was knocked down to Mr. Morrison, the en 
gineer of the Worlock. As this gentleman, 
however, was not prepared to p^y down in 
dasli one-third of the price, il? rctiuircd by 
the conditions of aale, thougli ropresentieg 
creditors of the veesel for u larger amount, 
tho schooner waa again put up ut the 
original sum bid, i^.S.OOO, and was event 
ually knocked down to Captain Murtiu for 
$5,200, being $7C0 lesa than tho higheel bid 
Captain Martin had previously miit'e. 

Says tho Japm Advertieor of Maroh M : 
"Mr. Jaa, Troup, H. B M. Consul at tin's 
port, has pcatod up in the shipping oiBce of 
tho oonaulate, a footnote to tlio notification 
issued in July last, (warning Eealere not to 
approach Robben and Commander Islaods 
nt^artr than 30 mil. s, and the Ruasiaa Coast 
in Behring Sea nearer than 10 miles, under 
pcualty of seizure and confiscation), to the 
elTeot that the agreement referred to has 
been prolonged by tbe respective Govern, 
mentaforthe present jeat. No previous 
official notification of auoh an arraogoniout 
having been oome to has, so far aa we have 
been able to discover, yet been issned ou 
this side,"

KOfiEA'S KING. 

Charged With the Employment of an 
Assassin to Destroy His 
Enemy. 

Sensational Death of tho Leader of 
tho Kebclliou of 

nm 



A singular story of political intrigue and 
rovengo in brought by tho Canadian Faoifio 
steamer Empress if Japan, just arrived 
from Yokohama, The closiog scene, a 

bloody one, was enacted only a day or so 
before tho vessel left Japan, and inter- 
national oomplicatioES may very possibly 
rcEult. For months paab tho govornmont of 
Korea baa been living under tho shadow of a 
sword, plot and pitfall menacing continually 
the very lives of tho King and his ministere. 
Within tho past four months a conspiracy 
of aomo twenty-scvon persons belonging to 
tlio Kin clan was exposed, and the majority 
of tbe conspirators arrested before their 
plans could bi matured and brought to oxo- 
oution. The design was to set firo to tho 
palaoo on the first day of the 
Chinese New \''ear (February 0) and 
during tho natural confusion ensuing, 
kill the king and proclaim one of their own 
clan in his stead. Some few idrntiflod with 
tho plot escaped and Kin Ok Kin was be- 
lieved to have soorutly lent his asaiatanoe to 
these. Ho Kfia formerly .eader of the Pro- 
gressive Party In Korea and near the end of 
18S4 he and his friends started a revolution 
and attempted to overthrow tho Government 
of the Conservativts, but failed, whereupon 
a serious collision took place between Japan- 
oEo and Chinese troops in Soul, aud tho .Japa- 
neso Legation was attacked by Chinoae and 
Koreanti, The Japanese minister and all 
tho Japeneee residents in Soul had a narrow 
escape of their lives, while many wore actu- 
ally killed and wounded. Mr, Kin and a 
few other leaders of tho revolutioniata had 
to seek refuije in Japan. Siuco then ho haa 
resided in Japan. His life has been ( f ten 
attempted by assassins alleged to ho sent by 
the Korean Goyornment, who considered his 
rxiatencu in .Japan to bo dangerous to the 
Korean (Jovornnient. Fortunately ho es- 
caped so far. IIo M'aa waitin;; for the timo 
when the Korean king should pirdcu and 
recall him to Soul. 

Gq Maroh 27 ho visited Shanghai and put 
up ut Ihu Jiipon hotel, where tho following 
evening ho waa ossaaainated by a Korean 
named Ko Sho Wu, who had been acting as 
hia secretary and body servant, and who 
;vau iirrcB'ed on tho 29th by tho Settlement 
police. He ia au tducatid man and has 
been iJe itili-.d us the same who, a few 
days previous, approached one Li Itsu Shoka, 
with a propoaitiou to do away with Kin 
and hia former colleague. Boko Yei Ko. 
When searched, Ko Sho Wu's baggage Was 
found to contain numerous documents, one 
from tho King ordering tho " removal " of 
Boko, Kin and other refugoep. Other cir- 
pnmstanccs point equally plainly to Kin's 
having been tho victim of carefully con- 
sidorcd notion on the part of tho Korean 
Government againet those Korears whoso 
freedom of epocoh hadniade them obnoxious 
to the Government, and "now that tho 
blow has fallen and tho last of the Kin-i has 
bi^en cut down," to (luoto thn Japan Daily 
AdvertiFir, "i fliciaidom in Korea will no 
doubt brottilio u iitilo more freely — for a 
time.
